Trying to figure out why he 

'on't. do it.can. be destressingly 

affling. This is from the par- 
ents angle — but what of the 
students?? This is the point at 
which to begin. Why does he 
make poor grades when he 
could make good ones? 

First of all, one best be sure 
that he really could make good 
ones. Sometimes the idea that 
he could do so is wishful think- 
ing. Granted in this instance it 
js not that, then where shall one 
begin for possible reasons? 

Sometimes a student is fear- 
ful of the competition with a 
brother or sister. He accepts the 
poor grade rather than risk the 
possibility of failure. 

Sometimes a student does not 
understand the work he is sup- 
posed to do and is held back 
from asking for explanations 
either by pride, or fear, or not 
being certain just what it is he 
does not understand. So he 
skims along the best as he can 
without quite knowing HOW to 
get out of the difficulty he is 
in. 


The imore quickly and, of 
course, accurately one can put 
a finger on the cause of the 
trouble tlie better position he is 
intp find the remedy. Blame, in 
my Opinion, is only a waste of 
time. In looking for both cause 
and remedy one is wise to turn 
to the teacher. For teachers and 
parents can do more working 
together than alone.
